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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

Each  year,  as  part  of  the  Town's  Annual  Report,  the  Selectmen,  Town 
Departments,  Town  Committees  and  affiliated  organizations  recap  the  events  and 
activities  of  the  past  year  and  discuss  plans  for  the  future.   We  hope  residents 
find  the  reports  contained  within  this  volume  provide  an  informative  "snapshot"  of 
both  the  past  year  as  well  as  future  plans. 

In  1996,  the  Town  has  continued  to  make  progress  rehabilitating  its 
covered  bridges. 

*Cresson  Bridge,  rehabilitated  in  partnership  with  New  Hampshire 
Department  of  Transportation  (NHDOT)  as  a  Bridge  Aid(80/20%)  project,  was  re- 
opened to  vehicular  traffic  on  May  5th.   Special  activities  and  a  parade  marked 
the  Cresson  Bridge's  Rededication.   Total  cost  to  rehabilate  this  historic  structure 
was  $  791,622.   Cost  to  the  Town  through  the  Bridge  Aid  Program,  was  $  158,324 
and  funded  by  the  capital  reserve  account  for  the  town's  covered  bridges.  The 
Town  now  has  a  rehabilitated  historic  structure  which  will  continue  to  serve  its 
transportation  needs  into  the  twenty-first  century. 

*Carlton  Bridge  Rehabilitation,  another  bridge  project  being  funded 
through  NHDOT's  Bridge  Aid  Program  and  capital  reserve,  will  be  going  out  to  bid 
soon.   It  is  our  hope  that  the  contract  can  quickly  be  awarded  with  work 
beginning  this  spring. 

*Slate  Bridge  and  efforts  to  fund  a  permanent  replacement  for  the  Slate 
Bridge  lost  to  arson  on  March  9,  1993,  have  continued  with  formation  of  a  fund 
raising  committee  for  the  project.   Taxpayers  should  be  aware  that  the  Bailey 
Bridge  currently  at  this  river  crossing  is  only  a  temporary  bridge  which  NHDOT 
initially  stated  would  only  remain  in  place  until  the  Spring  of  1996  if  the  Town  did 
not  raise  20%  of  the  cost  for  a  permanent  replacement.  This  year's  warrant 
includes  a  bond  issue  proposal,  which  if  passed,  will  allow  state  funding  for  the 
replacement  of  $1,120,000  and  this  river  crossing  to  be  secured.   The  bond  issue, 
if  approved,  will  not  impact  the  Town's  1997  Tax  Rate  and  is  not  anticipated  to 
have  an  impact  on  the  town's  tax  rate  until  1999  if  private  fundraising  efforts  do 
not  succeed  in  fundraising  the  entire  town  share. 

Obstruction  clearing  on  private  property  and  whether  the  City  of  Keene 
should  be  granted  eminent  domain  powers  to  facilitate  obstruction  clearing 
around  the  Dillant  Hopkins  Airport  remains  unresolved.   The  County 
Commissioner's  decision  of  no  public  necessity  for  obstruction  clearing  has  been 
appealed  to  the  NH  Supreme  Court  by  the  City.    Oral  arguments  are  scheduled 
for  February  of  1997. 

Work  on  an  update  of  assessed  values  is  almost  complete  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  new  assessment  information  will  be  available  to  taxpayers  this 
spring  prior  to  the  June  billing.    New  assessments  will  be  used  to  calculate  June 
tax  bills.   Informal  discussions  of  assessments  with  concerned  taxpayers  can  be 
be  scheduled  between  the  June  and  November  tax  bills.   The  formal  tax  appeal 
process  will  commence  after  issuance  of  the  second  tax  bill  for  1997. 

As  compared  to  1995,  this  past  year  has  been  much  quieter  for  Selectmen 
with  steady  progress  in  the  area  of  Public  Safety  Services.   An  issue  to  be 
discussed  at  the  annual  meeting  concerning  our  public  safety  services  is  the 
continued  work  of  the  Public  Safety  Facility  Committee.   The  Committee  will  be 
making  a  report  to  voters  and  looking  for  feedback  at  the  annual  meeting.    For 
more  details  regarding  their  activities  we  would  direct  you  to  Committee's 
submission  included  in  this  annual  report.   Improvements  necessary  to  our 
public  safety  facilities  are  an  issue  which  will  continue  to  be  considered  by  voters 
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at  future  Town  Meetings. 

Several  new  non-residential  facilities  are  under  construction  including  a 
new  postal  facility  located  on  Old  Homestead  Highway  (Route  32)  which  is 
anticipated  to  open  within  a  few  months.   This  new  facility's  physical  plant  will  be 
a  great  improvement  over  the  current  East  Swanzey  post  office  and  meet  our 
town's  mail  service  needs  as  we  move  into  the  next  century.    Opening  of  the  new 
post  office,  which  has  been  discussed  for  more  than  ten  years,  is  eagerly 
anticipated  by  the  Board. 

At  Town  Meeting  1997  voters  will  devote  their  attention  to  the  necessary 
work  of  adoption  of  a  town  budget  for  the  current  year.    After  a  recommended 
budget  decrease  of  more  than  3%  in  1996,  total  recommended  appropriations  for 
the  Town  impacting  the  1997  Tax  Rate  have  increased  approximately  4%. 
Included  in  these  recommended  appropriations  is  creation  of  capital  reserve 
account  for  repairs  and  rehabilitation  to  town  bridges  constructed  from  iron, 
steel,  concrete  or  culverts.    If  this  new  fund  is  created  and  the  requested 
appropriation  approved,  we  intend  to  commit  these  funds  to  obtain  80%  funding 
from  NHDOT  for  necessary  bridge  projects.   Current  priority  is  rehabilitation  of 
the  Old  Richmond  Road  Bridge  -  a  project  with  an  estimated  total  cost  of 
$385,000.    By  accessing  bridge  aid,  the  Town's  cost  to  rehabilitate  this  structure 
will  be  reduced  to  approximately  $69,000.    Purchase  of  equipment  required  for 
the  operation  of  our  DPW  and  improvements  to  their  facility  initially  constructed 
in  the  early  1960's  are  also  proposed  in  the  1997  Town  Budget. 

Attendance  and  participation  by  voters  in  the  Town's  Annual  Meeting  are 
important  to  the  continued  success  of  our  local  government.   We  wish  to  urge 
voters  to  attend  and  participate  in  both  sessions  of  school  district  meeting  - 
March  15th  and  April  8th.   Almost  80%  of  the  tax  dollars  collected  by  the  Town 
are  remitted  to  the  District.    Swanzey,  the  largest  town  in  the  district,  historically 
has  low  voter  turn  out.   By  attending  and  participating  in  District  and  Town 
annual  meetings  voters  have  an  opportunity  to  make  decisions  regarding  budgets 
and  other  matters  before  these  governments. 

The  input  and  participation  of  our  citizens  is  essential  to   Selectmen, 
Town  Departments  and  Committees  if  our  Town  is  to  continue  to  be  a  good 
community  in  which  to  live.   We  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Swanzey  for  their 
participation  in  Town  and  School  District  affairs.   Thanks  are  also  extended  to 
those  citizens  who  volunteer  service  to  our  boards  and  departments.

TOWN  HALL 

The  offices  within  the  Town  Hall  provide  a  variety  of  services  to  residents 
and  information  regarding  the  activities  of  the  Town's  boards,  departments  and 
committees.    Some  of  the  services  which  are  provided  at  the  Town  Hall  include 
motorvehicle  registration,  dog  licensing,  voter  registration,  tax  and  sewer 
collections,  assessment  information,  land  use  planning  functions,  zoning  and 
permitting  inquires,  financial  operations,  summer  program  registration  and 
general  assistance. 

All  of  motorvehicle  registrations  are  now  computerized.   To  insure  that 
appropriate  vehicles  are  re-registered  and  fees  calculated  correctly,  residents  are 
required  to  present  their  old  registrations  when  coming  to  Town  Hall. 

Changes  in  state  laws  concerning  dog  licenses  will  impact  the  Group 
Licenses  and  how  we  handle  the  Civil  Forfeitures  for  those  owners  who  fail  to 
license  their  dogs  in  a  timely  manner.    Civil  Forfeitures  can  now  be  mailed  directly 
to  the  owners  of  dogs  who  are  not  licensed  by  May  31.    Civil  Forfeiture  carries  an 
automatic  $25.00  fine  per  dog.   We  strongly  urge  everyone  to  license  their  dogs  by 
the  May  31  deadline  to  avoid  late  fees  and  penalties.    Group  license  fees  are  now 
a  flat  $20.00.    Five  dogs  are  required  to  qualify  for  a  group  license. 

As  we  near  completion  of  the  update  of  assessed  values,  maintenance  of 
the  Town's  computerized  assessment  records  has  been  moved  in  house  and  the 
assessor  will  be  holding  regular  office  hours  to  improve  communication  regarding 
assessing  questions  and  concerns  which  may  arise  out  of  the  update.    Digitizing 
of  the  tax  maps  continues  with  plans  to  link  the  assessment  and  mapping  data 
bases  in  1997. 

The  Land  Use  Office  was  busy  in  1997  with  the  paperwork  necessary  for 
large  projects  like  the  new  Post  Office  and  new  automobile  dealerships.   The 
requirements  for  site  plan  review  are  being  considered  carefully  in  order  to  insure 
that  development  plans  proposed  are  implemented  in  the  best  manner  possible 
for  the  town  and  its  residents.    Residents  requiring  information  on  building 
permits  and  other  land  use  matters  are  invited  to  visit  the  Land  Use  Office  for 
information  and  assistance. 

General  Assistance  is  administered  at  Town  Hall.    New  applications  in 
1996  resulted  in  6  1  new  cases  with  some  applicants  from  previous  years  remain 
active.   With  initiation  of  implementation  of  welfare  reform  concern  about  its 
impact  on  municipal  budgets  remains. 

In  1996,  the  Old  Homestead  Garden  Club  continued  to  beautify  the  Town 
Hall  and  other  common  areas  within  the  Town.   The  efforts  of  these  volunteers 
are  enjoyed  by  staff,  residents  and  visitors  to  our  town.   The  Town  received  a 
Beautifi cation  Award  from  the  New  Hampshire  Aborists  Association  and  the  bulk 
of  the  credit  for  projects  which  earned  this  award  should  go  to  the  volunteers  of 
Garden  Club. 

The  Swanzey  Town  Hall  is  regularly  open  Monday  through  Friday, 
excluding  holidays,  from  9:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.   We  look  forward  assisting  you 
with  your  inquiries  during  the  upcoming  year.

ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  meets  on  the  third  Monday  of  each  month 
at  the  Town  Hall  in  Swanzey.  During  the  past  year,  the  board  approved  six  variances 
and  five  Special  Exceptions,  and  denied  four  variances. 

Gerald  Bussiere,  who  was  elected  last  year  for  one  year,  resigned  because 
of  a  time  conflict  and  Martin  Geheran  a  new  member  last  year  is  fast  becoming 
an  expert  in  the  requirements  of  variances. 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  was  partially  involved  in  two  proposed 
zoning  amendments  for  Town  Meeting  of  1997.    One  of  the  amendments  is  a 
dimensional  variance  which  will  permit  some  encroachment  into  setback 
requirements  if  Special  Exception  criteria  can  be  met.   The  second  proposed 
amendment  deals  with  variances  required  within  the  Wetlands  Conservation 
District  in  instances  of  septic  system  failure  to  avoid  possible  distress  to  wetlands.

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SWANZEY  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1996 

The  Swanzey  Conservation  Commission  (SCC)  consists  of  seven  volunteers 
who  are  committed  to  upholding  the  purpose  of  the  Commission,  which  is  "for  the 
proper  utilization  and  protection  of  the  natural  resources"  of  the  town.   An 
important  function  of  the  SCC  is  its  role  in  the  processing  of  wetlands 
applications,  reviewing  the  environmental  aspects  and  reporting  to  the  State  of 
NH  Wetland  Bureau.  We  are  frequently  in  contact  with  the  Planning  Board  and 
the  Board  of  Adjustment  about  the  environmental  impact  of  proposed  projects 
that  may  involve  wetlands,  surface  water,  groundwater,  forests  and  other  natural 
assets.   The  SCC  has  consistently  advocated  for  policies  to  protect  the  aquifers  in 
Swanzey  and  continues  to  work  with  a  committee  to  develop  an  aquifer  protection 
ordinance. 

The  SCC  is  a  member  of  the  New  Hampshire  Association  of  Conservation 
Commissions  and  works  with  the  NH  Office  of  State  Planning  to  oversee 
properties  in  town  that  are  protected  through  conservation  easements  and  the 
Land  Conservation  Investment  Program  (LCIP).  These  properties  include  the 
Town  Forest  on  Mt.  Cresson,  the  Muster  Field  in  West  Swanzey,  and  the  former 
Tracy  Property  on  Causeway  Road.  The  conservation  easement  on  Honey  Hill  is 
also  monitored  by  the  SCC  and  a  map  and  trail  guide  of  this  property  is  available 
at  Town  Hall  for  public  use.  The  SCC  has  begun  to  develop  a  new  trail  system 
through  a  recently  harvested  portion  of  the  Mt.  Cresson  Town  Forest,  which  also 
has  a  steward,  Claire  Maluda,  who  regularly  walks  the  parcel  and  reports  her 
observations  to  the  SCC. 

This  year  the  SCC  has  discussed  issues  of  water  quality  of  Swanzey  Lake 
with  concerned  residents  and  members  of  the  Swanzey  Lake  Association.   We  also 
volunteer  our  time  each  summer  to  present  environmental  education  activities  to 
children  at  the  Swanzey  Summer  Recreation  Program.   The  SCC  sponsors  an 
annual  Ashuelot  River  canoe  trip  which  we  encourage  the  public  to  enjoy. 

This  year  the  SCC  sponsored  three  conservation  camperships  for  local 
students:   Joshua  Payne  attended  the  Society  for  Protection  of  NH  Forest's 
Conservation  Camp  program,  and  Ben  Cox  and  Justin  Egounis  went  to  the  Bear 
Hill  4-H  Conservation  Camps.  These  boys  reported  to  the  SCC  about  their 
enjoyable  and  educational  camping  experience. 

The  SCC  is  again  requesting  that  the  town  appropriate  $3,000  to  the 
Conservation  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  future  acquisitions  of  conservation 
easements  or  land.   In  light  of  the  rapid  commercial  development  of  certain  areas 
of  Swanzey,  the  SCC  feels  it  is  very  important  to  preserve  further  areas  of  wild 
and  open  space  so  that  future  populations  may  enjoy  our  natural  habitats  as 
well.   The  SCC  encourages  the  residents  of  Swanzey  to  take  advantage  of  our  fine 
Recycling  Center  facility  and  to  participate  in  the  Household  Hazardous  Waste 
collections  to  minimize  the  risks  of  improperly  disposed  of  solid  waste  and  to 
protect  our  precious  groundwater  resources.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SWANZEY  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

1996 


I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  begin  this  report  by  thanking  all  the  people  who  have  made 
my  first  year  in  Swanzey  so  enjoyable.    From  the  start,  I  have  been  made  to  feel  welcome  by 
residents,  the  officers  and  town  administrators.   This  has  made  my  transition  from  Chesterfield 
much  easier  than  expected  and  I  truly  appreciate  the  help. 

1996  provided  several  changes  in  addition  to  the  new  chief.    Among  these  were  the 
implementation  of  a  policy  and  procedures  manual,  a  new  rank  structure  within  the 
department,  a  bicycle  patrol  that  was  initiated  by  the  officers  who  went  int  o  the  business 
community  and  obtained  donations  that  allowed  for  the  purchase  of  two  police  bicycles  and  the 
equipment  to  go  with  them  at  no  cost  to  the  Town. 

I  have  proposed  in  1997  to  maintain  current  service  levels  with  the  exception  of  a  request 
to  add  a  part  time  secretary  to  help  with  the  tremendous  amount  of  paperwork  and  data  entry 
that  we  generate.    Other  areas  of  concern  are  cruiser  replacements,  follow  up  on  initial  crime 
investigations,  adequate  staffing  to  provide  for  officer  safety  and  improving  and  enhancing  our 
Community  Policing  strategies.    1  would  like  to  see  neighborhood  watch  programs  and 
community  involvement  increase.   Training  of  officers  will  remain  a  priority  in  all  areas.    Also 
work  should  continue  on  the  feasibility  of  utilizing  Whitcomb  Hall  as  a  combination  Police 
Station  and  Fire  Administration  facility. 

One  of  my  concerns  has  been  the  perception  by  some  that  we  are  only  a  small  town  and 
cannot  be  "that  busy".   The  statistics  you  see  listed  below  tell  only  part  of  the  story.   What  you 
do  not  see  are  the  hours  of  work  necessary  to  bring  these  cases  to  some  closure.    It  is  difficult  to 
explain  our  activity  levels  and  not  give  the  perception  that  crime  is  overtaking  the  community. 
Swanzey  is  a  wonderful  place  in  which  to  live  and  raise  a  family  and  the  members  of  the  police 
department  take  very  seriously  our  public  safety  responsibilities.    I  would  encourage  anyone  who 
observes  suspicious  activity  to  call  us.    By  doing  this  you  will  be  helping  your  neighbors,  and  us, 
in  making  this  a  safer  community.    I  also  encourage  anyone  with  questions  about  the  police  to 
call  us.   This  usually  goes  a  long  way  towards  preventing  molehills  from  becoming  mountains.

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SWANZEY  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Over  the  past  year  the  Swanzey  Fire  Department  responded  to  394  incidents. 
That  is  about  average  for  the  department.    Of  the  13  structure  fires  reported  only  4 
were  of  a  serious  nature. 

In  1996  the  Swanzey  Fire  Department  has  received  two  grants.    One  from  the 
Community  Resource  Assistance  Fire  Team  (CRAFT)  to  develop  a  dry  hydrant.   The 
other  from  the  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  Rural  Community  Fire  Protection  Program 
(RCFP)  for  a  portable  foam  proportioner. 

The  department  sponsored  approximately  53  hours  of  training  over  the  past 
year.    Plus  members  attended  classes  at  the  National  Fire  Academy  and  the  Meadowood 
Area  Fire  School. 

Captain  Randy  Phillips  and  Lieutenant  Ron  Fontaine  put  together  a  program  for 
the  children  at  the  Mt.  Caesar  Elementary  School  where  they  passed  out  the  bright  red 
"Childfinder"  labels  that  are  now  visible  around  town.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger, 
contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required 
before  doing  any  open  burning.  Violations  of  RSA  227- L:  17,  the  fire  permit  law  and 
the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable 
by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/ or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire 
suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  NH  Division  of  Forests  and 
Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  State  Forest  Rangers  are  available  to  assist 
communities  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention  and  training  programs  as  well 
as  the  enforcement  of  forest  fire  and  timber  harvest  laws.  If  you  have  any  questions 
regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws  please  call  our  office  at  271-2217. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3 
contract  aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the 
quick  response  from  local  fire  departments.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS 

Under  the  Capital  Improvement  Plan,  we  upgraded  the  lines  on  Young  Court,  and 
acquired  some  new  equipment  for  the  Precinct. 

We  are  happy  to  report  a  decrease  in  the  water  rates  of  approximately  10%  which  took 
place  with  the  billing  of  January  1,  1997,  for  water  consumed  since  October  1,  1996. 

As  in  the  past,  we  again  commend  the  Precinct  members  for  their  conservation 
measures,  and  upgrading  their  services. 

MINUTES  OF  ANNUAL  MEETING  1996 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Swanzey  Water  and  Fire  Precinct  was  duly  called  and 
held  at  the  Town  Hall  on  March  18,  1996  at  7:00  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Mark  Lawrence,  the  Moderator.    Mr.  Lawrence  read 
the  warrant  for  the  meeting  and  the  return  of  the  posting  thereon. 

ARTICLE  1  -  The  following  officers  were  elected: 

Water  Commissioner,  three  years  -  Andrew  Perra 
Auditor,  one  year  -  James  Devine  II 
Moderator,  one  year  -  Mark  Lawrence 
Treasurer,  one  year  -  Sally  Stowell 
Clerk,  one  year  -  Louise  Wright 
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ARTICLE  2  -  The  Precinct  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $181,500  to  defray 
expenses  incidental  to  the  business  of  the  Precinct. 

ARTICLE  3  -  The  Precinct  voted  to  authorize  the  Commissioners  to  borrow  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  ensuing  year  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

ARTICLE  4  -  The  Precinct  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  up  to  the  sum  of  $35,000  to  be 
added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  water  line  construction  and  authorize  the  use/ transfer  of 
last  year's  December  31st  fund  balance  in  that  amount  for  this  purpose. 

ARTICLE  5  -  It  was  voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000  to  be  placed  in  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  for  equipment. 

ARTICLE  6  -  It  was  voted  to  eliminate  the  position  of  Clerk  and  combine  this  position 
with  the  Treasurer's  position.   This  is  to  be  effective  after  the  1997  meeting  and  will  be  for  a  term 
of  three  years. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  8:10.

A  total  of  87  permits  were  issued  in  1996,  23  more  than  in  1995.   The  total 
value  of  new  construction  increased  by  80%.   The  average  cost  of  a  site  construction 
residence  decreased  from  $82,900  to  $81,656. 

The  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance  now  in  effect  requires  that  a  building  permit  be 
obtained  from  the  Building  Inspector  prior  to  the  start  of  construction  or  alteration  of 
any  building  or  start  of  construction  of  any  permanently  installed  swimming  pool. 

Plans  for  any  construction  involving  a  non-residential  use  or  multi-family 
dwelling  units  must  be  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  for  review  and  approval  prior  to 
application  for  a  building  permit  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  III. I  of 
the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

Development  of  any  land  in  the  Flood  Plain  District  is  prohibited  except  by 
special  exception  from  the  Swanzey  Board  of  Adjustment  and  approval  by  the  Building 
Inspector  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  IX  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

A  copy  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  may  be  obtained  at  the  Town  Hall.

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SWANZEY  EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT 

In  the  past  six  months  as  Swanzey  Emergency  Management  Director,   we 
have  tried  to  update  our  system  to  a  readiness  alert  status  which  is  required  by 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Office  of  Emergency  Management.   The  State  RSA's 
say  we  must  have  an  Emergency  Management  Organization   and  it  must  be 
activated  when  called  upon.   The  past  six  months  we  have  updated  the  phone 
system  which  was  inadequate  using  only  extensions  from  the  Town  Hall.   We 
added  a  dedicated  line  so  that  now  we  have  an  Emergency  Management  phone 
number  which  is  355-8852.   We  still  have  the  three  lines  from  the  Town  Hall 
which  are  available  if  necessary.   Two,  two  line  business  phones  have  been  added 
so  we  can  conference  calls  and  go  on  hold  if  needed.    An  answering  machine  has 
also  been  added  to  allow  people  who  need  evacuation  to  leave  address  at  any  time 
so  we  can  update  our  list. 

We  have  finally  completed  the  Upper  Wilson  Pond  Dam  and  the  Lower 
Wilson  Pond  Dam  Evacuation  Plans  done  along  with  the  Carpenter  Home.   We 
still  have  to  work  evacuation  plans  for  the  schools  and  the  gas  tanks  on  Rate  10 
along  with  any  other  area  which  may  require  evacuation  in  case  of  an  emergency. 
We  are  currently  making  a  list  of  locations  available  for  use  as  shelters  in  case  of 
an  emergency. 

We  repaired  the  generator  and  are  currently  putting  heat  in  the  generator 
room  hoping  to  eliminate  future  problems. 

We  are  currently  in  the  process  of  looking  into  an  Emergency  Frequency 
for  the  Town  of  Swanzey  to  be  utilized  by  only  the  Town  to  allow  Public  Works, 
Fire,  Police  and  Emergency  Management  to  communicate  with  each  other  if 
needed. 

The  job  of  the  Emergency  Management  Director  is  coordinating 
Emergency  Communications  and  managing  the  EOC.

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PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 

January  1996  was  a  real  old  fashioned  winter  month,  with  snowstorms 
almost  non-stop  at  the  start.   This  was  compounded  by  the  fact  that  I,  the 
Director  of  Public  Works,  was  on  leave  of  absence.   In  my  absence,  the 
department  was  very  capably  directed  by  Ann  Bedaw.    She  has  worked  for  the 
town,  at  the  Transfer  Center  from  '79  to  '86  and  at  the  Highway  Department  since 
'87.    Under  her  leadership,  our  very  capable  highway  department  crew,  did  a  very 
good  job  of  conquering  what  the  weather  threw  at  them.  We  have  the  best  here  in 
Swanzey.   For  18  of  the  31  days  of  January,  they  were  salting,  plowing,  sanding 
and/ or  moving  snow;  and  the  17th  brought  rain  and  a  thaw,  which  washed  out 
some  sections  of  road.   February  added  7  stormy  days,  March,  8,  and  April  2 
more. 

With  spring,  came  the  completion  of  Matthews  Road  and  a  1  inch  course 
of  asphalt.   We  hot  mix  shimmed  several  streets  throughout  the  town,  we  also 
chip  sealed  some  streets  with  emulsion  sealer,  with  satisfactory  results.   We 
installed  drain  pipe  and  catch  basins  from  Joslin  Road  to  the  top  of  the  hill  on 
Longwood  Drive.   In  West,  the  intersection  of  Main  Street  -  Christian  Hill  - 
Homestead  Ave.    Railroad  Street  was  changed  to  a  safer  crossroad  by  eliminating 
the  sweeping  turn  off  Railroad  Street.   We  improved  the  Old  Richmond  Road 
bridge  by  installing  a  new  railing,  as  the  old  one  was  badly  rusted.  We  also 
installed  guard  rail  at  the  small  brook  on  Base  Hill  Road.   We  completed  the  fire 
lane  at  the  Recycling  Center,  cleaned  up  the  frontage  at  Carpenter  Home  next  to 
the  sidewalk,  and  performed  the  usual  ditching,  shouldering,  grading,  and  dust 
control  operations. 

We  completed  the  preliminary  expansion  work  at  Mountain  View 
Cemetery,  making  our  winter  sand  in  the  process.   We  graveled  the  new  roads  in 
Westport  Cemetery  expansion.   We  also  removed  damaged  trees,  stumps  and 
rocks,  and  loamed  and  seeded  some  areas  in  all  cemeteries.    Mowing  and  general 
upkeep  made  for  a  busy  year  in  all  cemeteries,  dams  and  recreation  areas.    Many 
thanks  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ray  Schnyer  for  their  efforts  in  putting  up  signs  at  Mt. 
Caesar  and  Mountain  View. 

Unexpectedly,  the  engine  expired  in  our  loader  and  it  was  decided  it  was 
wiser  to  replace  the  loader  than  to  repower  the  old  one.   We  leased  a  new  John 
Deere  and  hope  to  buy  out  the  lease  this  year.    Our  two  older  trucks  were 
showing  signs  of  salt  exposure,  and  our  able  crew  restored  and  painted  both 
dump  bodies.   A  fine  job,  well  done.   We  received  our  new  dump  truck,  with 
conveyer  body,  and  to  date,  it  is  working  out  well.   We  also  purchased  a  second 
hand  van  for  the  cemetery  department  to  replace  the  old  one.

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CEMETERIES  &  PARK  MAINTENANCE 

1996 

The  Cemetery  &  Parks  Maintenance  Division  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  is  responsible  for  the  general  groundskeeping  and  routine  care  of  the 
Town's  cemeteries,  recreational  facilities  and  other  open  public  spaces  such  as 
the  Town  Hall.   This  report  highlights  some  of  the  areas  in  which  questions 
frequently  arise  and  plans  for  1997. 

Plans  for  1997  include  some  fixing  up  and  updating  at  the  Richardson 
Park  Pavilion.   A  handicapped  accessible  bathroom /changing  room  in  part  of  the 
concession  area  and  improvements  to  electrical  wiring  are  included.    An 
accessible  bathroom  will  make  it  easier  for  participants  in  the  summer  program 
as  well  as  bring  the  facility  into  closer  compliance  with  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act. 

Lane  Field  has  had  dugout  improvements  over  the  past  year  through  the 
efforts  of  the  Little  League  organization.   The  League  is  still  in  the  process  of 
doing  field  work  and  other  projects  to  make  it  a  better  facility.   The  Town  mows 
and  grooms  the  fields  and,  with  both  groups  working  together,  things  are  going 
along  smoothly.    Brown  Field,  used  the  majority  of  the  time  for  adult  softball  and 
considered  to  be  one  of  the  best  fields  in  the  State,  is  managed  by  the  Brown  Field 
Committee.   Teams  who  use  the  field  as  their  home  field,  clean  and  get  it  ready 
for  the  spring  season.   The  Town  picks  up  the  rakings  and  pine  needles  and  also 
helps  in  clean  up  of  the  Museum  area.   The  Town  mows  the  field  and  Museum 
and  conduct  limited  maintenance  as  time  permits. 

Just  a  reminder  that  in  1993  cemetery  rules  and  regulations  were  adopted 
to  govern  the  way  that  our  cemeteries  are  maintained.    Copies  of  these  rules  and 
regulations  are  available  at  the  Town  Hall  or  by  contacting  your  cemetery 
supervisor.   A  topic  of  frequent  inquires  is  decoration  of  plots  which  is  permitted 
subject  to  the  following  restrictions:    Decoration  of  plots  -  Flowers,  trees,  shrubs, 
etc.  must  have  the  approval  of  the  cemetery  supervisor  before  placement  in  the 
cemeteries.    Use  of  glass  or  china  containers  as  well  as  plastic  flowers  are 
prohibited  for  the  safety  of  maintenance  workers.   The  use  of  sunken  vases  of 
heavy  metal  with  removable  liners  is  encouraged  to  keep  the  water  cooler  and 
therefore  prolonging  the  life  of  flowers.    Please  keep  in  mind  that  all  flowers  and 
decorations  should  be  removed  from  lots  by  October  1st  so  that  the  rubbish  can 
be  cleaned  up  and  the  barrels  emptied  before  the  onset  of  winter. 

You  may  have  noticed  that  the  Mt.  Caesar  entrance  sign  has  been  repainted 
and  lettered.  There  is  also  a  new  sign  at  the  Mountain  View  Cemetery.  This 
came  about  due  to  the  efforts  of  Ray,  Rachel  and  Heidi  Schnyer.   They  took  on 
this  project  to  enhance  the  entrances  and  make  our  cemeteries  easier  to  find  for 
visitors  from  out  of  town.   This  spring  you  will  find  signs  at  the  Westport  and 
Homestead  cemeteries.   These  projects  are  being  worked  on  this  winter  by  the 
Schnyers,  so  if  you  should  see  or  talk  with  the  Schnyers,  please  give  them  a  big 
Thank  You. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  residents  and  non-residents  for  the  fine  cooperation  I 
have  received  throughout  the  years.   We  hope  to  provide  the  best  service  to  you 
that  we  can.   Thanks  are  also  extended  to  the  Leagues  for  their  cooperation  over 
the  past  year.

You  kept  us  busy  in  1996.  Tonnage  processed  -  both  recyclables  and  waste  -  was  up 
almost  6%  over  1995  {sign  of  an  improving  economy?)  for  a  total  of  1820  tons. 

Markets  for  recyclables  did  not  make  the  comeback  that  was  predicted,  but  despite  the 
soft  markets,  the  center  generated  $33,000  in  revenue  which  further  reduced  our  per  ton 
processing  cost. 

In  June  Swanzey  was  selected  by  the  NH  Department  of  Environmental  Services  to  host 
a  training  workshop  on  "Efficient  Design  and  Operation  of  a  Recycling  Center /Transfer  Station". 
In  addition  Swanzey  was  also  a  presenter  at  both  the  annual  NH  solid  waste  conference 
("Records  Keeping  -  Run  Your  Center  as  a  Business")  and  the  Governor's  Recycling  Conference 
("Paint  Recycling"). 

Our  paving  project  was  completed  with  a  surface  sealing  and  lane  markings  which  have 
greatly  reduced  traffic  congestion  during  busy  periods. 

Wood  chips,  kindling,  and  those  great  bargains  at  our  free  exchange  are  still  available. 

Again,  thanks  for  your  support  and  for  showing  that  recycling  does  make  a  difference.

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SWANZEY  PUBLIC  SAFETY  FACILITY  COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  reconvened  in  October  of  1996  to  pursue  its  revised 
mandate,  namely  to  investigate  the  feasibility  of  using  Whitcomb  Hall  as  a  police 
and  public  safety  facility.   Clough,  Harbour  and  Associates  were  hired  to  do  a 
structural  evaluation  of  the  building.  Their  report,  dated  December  30,  1996,  is 
quite  favorable.    Essentially,  the  building  is  in  "excellent  structural  condition"; 
only  minor  repairs  are  necessary. 

At  this  time  the  Committee  seeks  a  mandate  from  the  Town  to  hire  an 
architect  for  the  purposes  of  preparing  formal  plans.   The  building  will  be  used  for 
the  police  department,  fire  department  administration,  and  the  building 
inspections  department.   When  renovated,  it  will  also  include  a  meeting/ training 
room,  to  accommodate  large  groups. 

The  perceived  advantages  of  this  plan  are: 

(1)  The  police  department  and  emergency  services  administration  will 
have  an  adequate  facility  which  will  serve  the  Town  for  many  years 
to  come. 

(2)  The  shared  facilities  will  provide  central  computer,  communication 
and  training  facilities. 

(3)  Whitcomb  Hall  has  been  vacant  for  eight  years,  and  no  viable  proposal 
for  its  use  has  surfaced.   This  project  would  both  fill  a  pressing 
Town  need  and  protect  an  historic  asset. 

If  the  Town  directs  the  Committee  to  proceed,  it  anticipates  bringing  a 
building  proposal  to  the  1998  Town  Meeting.   The  Committee  is  not  prepared  to 
put  a  cost  estimate  on  the  project  at  this  time,  but  because  of  the  excellent 
condition  of  the  building,  it  anticipates  that  the  project  will  be  cost  effective.   We 
do  not  expect  the  architectural  plans  to  exceed  $10,000,  and  that  money  is 
already  in  the  capital  reserve  fund.

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SLATE  COVERED  BRIDGE  FUND  RAISING  COMMITTEE 

We  have  been  hard  at  work! 

The  Slate  Covered  Bridge  Fund  Raising  Committee  has  been  hard  at  work  all  year.    It  is 
the  wish  of  this  committee  to  raise  as  much  of  the  town's  20%  share  in  the  state's  80/20 
program,  as  possible  to  replace  the  Slate  Bridge  in  Westport. 

In  the  past  year,  we  have  sponsored  raffles,  bake  sales,  and  attended  as  many  summer 
events  as  we  could.    Some  of  these  were  co-sponsored  with  area  organizations;  and  for  that,  we 
would  like  to  thank  them.    One  of  our  raffles  featured  a  bed- size  quilt  hand-made  by  Swanzey 
resident  Eunice  Tardiff,  as  well  as  other  items  hand  made  by  area  residents.   With  the  endless 
effort  of  Swanzey's  own  Joanne  Mead,  we  had  our  first  Variety  Show.   We  felt  this  was  a 
tremendous  success  for  all  of  us;  we  had  some  very  talented  people  whom  you  might  be 
surprised  at  seeing,  as  well  as  the  opportunity  to  raise  additional  interest  in  our  cause. 

In  October,  we  held  our  first  Covered  Bridge  Century  Bike  Tour,  coordinated  with  area 
bike  enthusiasts,  and  co-sponsored  with  The  Heart  of  New  England  Cycling  Club.   We  had  over 
100  participants  from  all  around  the  Northeast,  following  a  route  through  NH,  VT,  and  MA,  with 
the  option  of  riding  25,  50,  75,  or  going  all  the  way  for  the  100  mile  route.    Everyone  was  very 
enthusiastic  and  are  anxiously  awaiting  the  1997  event  scheduled  for  October  5. 

A  to  scale  model  of  the  Slate  Bridge  has  been  graciously  loaned  to  the  Committee  for  our 
efforts.   This  model  was  hand  made  by  Walter  Carlson  of  Raytham,  MA  after  our  story  appeared 
on  WBZ  news  in  Boston.    Mr.  Carlson  put  approximately  175  hours  into  the  model  making  it 
from  pictures  we  provided  him . 

All  of  the  above  are  wonderful  examples  of  the  kind  of  support  we  have  received  for  our 
endeavor,  and  we  appreciate  each  and  every  one  and  are  always  open  for  new  ideas. 

We  have  been  in  touch  with  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places  --  nothing;  been  in 
touch  with  the  National  Covered  Bridge  Society  though  which  we  have  received  some  donations 
and  publicity.   In  all  we  have  raised  approximately  $10,000.   But  we  realize  we  have  a  long  way 
to  go  to  $280,000.   We  are  still  working  and  will  continue  to  do  so.   If  voters  approve  the  bond  for 
the  replacement  of  this  bridge,  please  be  assured  that  this  committee  will  continue  to  seek 
private  and  corporate  donations  to  offset  the  bond.   When  the  time  comes  to  start  the 
construction  of  the  bridge,  we  may  very  well  have  raised  all  the  necessary  funds,  and  not  have  to 
apply  for  the  bond  at  all.  This  is  a  very  real  possibility  given  the  fact  that  it  takes  several  years  of 
preliminary  work  before  actual  construction  starts. 

Please  keep  this  in  mind  when  you  vote  on  the  bond.   And  also  keep  in  mind  that 
Swanzey  is  the  only  town  in  New  Hampshire  that  has  (had)  four  covered  bridges  --  that  makes  us 
extra  special  and  we  would  like  to  stay  that  way.

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SWANZEY  MUSEUM  1996 

Our  attendance  for  '96  was  basically  the  same  as  that  of  '95,  but  we  have 
noticed  an  increase  in  attendance  by  people  from  Swanzey  and  the  Swanzey  area. 

Although  we  did  not  have  any  special  programs  this  year  we  did  try  to 
assist  local  organizations,  as  well  as  individuals,  in  their  search  for  information. 
As  always,  we  offer  our  facility  free  of  charge  to  any  non-profit  organization  for 
meetings,  and  we  had  the  Cobble  Hill  Pines  Tenant  Association,  the  Historians 
Afternoon  Group,  and  the  Slate  Bridge  Committee. 

We  were  hosts  for  several  groups  of  school  children,  furnished  information 
to  the  Old  Home  Day  Committee,   assisted  by  furnishing  materials  for  a  special 
exhibit  in  Concord  featuring  Swanzey's  own  John  Franklin  Stratton,  and  had  a 
booth  at  Old  Home  Day  festivities  in  July. 

We  continue  to  furnish  pictures  for  the  Vermont  Yankee  Calendar,  sell  T- 
shirts  for  the  Bridge   Committee,  answer  several  inquiries,  and  held  an 
orientation  program  for  our  hosts  and  hostesses  in  mid- May. 

During  the  summer  of  '96  Paragon  Cable  featured  a  short  segment  on  the 
local  news  about  places  of  interest  in  this  area  and  the  first  one  they  chose  was 
the  Museum.   As  a  result  we  got  some  good  publicity  and  were  able  to  obtain  a 
video  tape  (approximately  75  minutes)  of  everything  they  taped,  exhibits,  portions 
of  interviews,  etc. 

Another  project  was  to  furnish  pictures  for  the  new  book  "Images  of 
America  -  Around  Swanzey".   This  delightful  book,  written  by  Pamela  A.  Russell  of 
Winchester,  contains  a  section  of  forty-eight  pages  of  old  pictures  of  our  town  - 
including  a  special  segment  on  the  Old  Homestead,  a  mention  of  Joyce  Kilmer 
and  his  immortal  "Trees"  as  well  as  similar  information  on  five  other  area  towns. 
Pictures  for  this  were  loaned  by  the  Museum. 

Plans  are  already  underway  for  next  spring  -  and  a  new  outdoor  sign  has 
already  been  ordered  (to  replace  our  weather-beaten  one)  and  this  past  summer 
we  also  received  a  new  "open"  flag,  again  replacing  our  old  one. 

We  are  very  much  interested  in  collecting  genealogy  information  about 
residents  and  ask  for  your  co-operation.    Please  put  down  on  paper  any 
information  you  may  have  to  share.    Forms  may  also  be  obtained  at  the  Museum.

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Swanzey,  in  the  County  of  Cheshire,  in  said 
State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  that  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  elections  will  be  held 
at  the  Monadnock  Regional  High  School  in  said  Swanzey  on  Tuesday,  the 
eleventh  of  March,  next  at  7:00  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  to  act  on  the 
following  subjects: 

Article  1:   To  choose  by  ballot  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year.

e.   Manufactured  Housing  Parks  may  be  allowed  if  they  meet  all  the 
requirements  of  the  Swanzey  Subdivision  Regulations. 
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Amendment  No.  3.   Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  3  as 
submitted  by  the  Planning  Board  to  the  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

AMEND  Section  X,  by  deleting  the  present  Section  X  and  replacing  it  with  a 
revised  Section  X  to  read  as  follows: 

SECTION  X 
AIRPORT  ZONING 

A.  PURPOSE: 

1.   To  regulate  and  restrict  the  height  to  which  structures  and  trees  may 
be  erected  or  allowed  to  grow,  and  regulate  and  restrict  the  operation  and 
discharge  of  smoke,  steam,  dust  or  other  obstructions  to  visibility,  electrical 
impulses  and  disturbances  which  interfere  with  radio  aids  or  communication,  and 
regulate  and  restrict  lighting  as  may  be  necessary  to  effectuate  a  safe  approach  to 
the  airport. 

B.  DEFINITIONS: 

1.  Airport  -  means  the  Dillant-Hopkins  Airport. 

2.  Airport  Owner  -  means  the  City  of  Keene  or  its  successor(s). 

3.  Airport  Hazard  -  means  any  structure,  tree,  smoke,  steam,  dust  or 
other  substance  which  obstructs  the  aerial  approaches  to  the  airport,  or  impairs 
the  reasonable  visibility  on  or  in  the  vicinity  thereof,  any  electrical  impulses  or 
disturbance  which  interfere  with  radio  aids  or  communications,  and  lights  which 
might  result  in  glare  in  the  vision  of  pilots  of  aircraft  or  be  confused  with  airport 
lights. 

4.  Avigation  Easement  -  means  the  right  of  the  airport  owner  and  its 
employees  and  agents  to  enter  upon  private  property  to  make  modifications  to 
airport  hazards.    No  such  avigation  easement  shall  be  valid  or  enforceable  unless 
it  is  duly  recorded  in  the  Cheshire  County  Registry  of  Deeds. 

5.  Nonconforming  Use  -  means  any  structure,  tree  or  use  of  land  which 
does  not  conform  to  a  regulation  prescribed  in  this  section  or  any  amendment 
thereto  as  of  the  effective  date  of  such  regulations  or  amendments. 

6.  Person  -  means  any  individual,  firm,  co-partnership,  corporation, 
company,  association,  joint,  receiver,  assigned,  or  other  similar  representative 
thereof. 

7.  Structure  -  means  any  object  constructed  or  installed  by  man, 
including  such  objects  regulated  or  licensed  by  other  provisions  of  law. 

8.  Tree  -  means  any  object  of  natural  growth. 

C.  AIRPORT  ZONE:   The  Airport  Zone  is  an  overlay  zone  of  the  airport, 
and  that  portion  of  the  Town  of  Swanzey  that  lies  within  the  airport  approach 
plan  as  shown  on  the  attached  map  entitled,  "Airport  Approach  Plan." 

D.  HEIGHT: 

1.    No  structure  shall  be  erected  or  altered  and  no  tree  shall  be  allowed  to 
grow  above  the  height  indicated  within  the  following  described  airport  approach 
areas,  to  wit: 

a.  Authority  and  Effective  Date.  This  Airport  Approach  Plan  was 
prepared  under  the  authority  of  Chapter  424:3  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated  (RSA).   The  effective  date  of  the  plan  is  August  1,  1995. 

b.  Runways  (identified  by  Approach  End)

c.  Primary  Surface.   A  surface  longitudinally  centered  on  the 
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runway.   The  elevation  of  any  point  on  the  primary  surface  is  the  same  as  the 
elevation  of  the  nearest  point  on  the  runway  centerline.   The  dimensions  of  each 
primary  surface  are:

d.  Horizontal  Surface.    A  horizontal  plane  150  feet  above  the 
airport  elevation,  which  is  488  feet  MSL,  the  perimeter  of  which  is  constructed  by 
swinging  arcs  of  specified  radii  from  the  center  of  the  primary  surface  of  each 
runway  and  connecting  the  adjacent  arcs  by  lines  tangent  to  those  arcs.   The 
radii  of  each  arc  is:

Runway  14/32  5,000  ft 

When  a  5,000  ft  arc  is  encompassed  by  tangents  connecting  two  10,000  ft  arcs, 
the  5,000  ft  arc  shall  be  disregarded. 

e.  Conical  Surface.  A  surface  extending  outward  and  upward 
from  the  perimeter  of  the  horizontal  surface  at  a  slope  of  20: 1  for  a  horizontal 
distance  of  4,000  ft. 

f.  Approach  Surface.    A  surface  longitudinally  centered  on  the 
extended  runway  centerline  and  extending  outward  and  upward  from  each  end  of 
the  primary  surface.   The  inner  edge  of  the  approach  surface  is  the  same  width  as 
the  primary  surface.    It  expands  uniformly  to  a  width  of: 

Runway    2  16,000  ft 

Runway  14  1,250  ft 

Runway  20  1,500  ft 

Runway  32  1,250  ft 

The  approach  surface  extends  for  a  horizontal  distance  of: 

Runway  2         10,000  ft  at  a  slope  of  34  to  1  followed  by  an  additional

Runway  14        5,000  ft  at  a  slope  of  20  to  1 
Runway  20        5,000  ft  at  a  slope  of  10  to  1

g.  Transitional  Surfaces  These  surfaces  extend  outward  and 
upward  at  right  angles  to  the  runway  centerline  at  a  slope  of  7  to  1  from  the  sides 
of  the  primary  surface  and  from  the  sides  of  the  approach  surface.   Transitional 
surfaces  for  those  portions  of  the  approach  surfaces  which  project  beyond  the 
limits  of  the  conical  surface,  extend  a  distance  of  5,000  ft  measured  horizontally 
from  the  edge  of  the  approach  surface  and  at  right  angles  to  the  runway 
centerline. 

h.   Airport  Hazards 

1.  Any  structure,  natural  growth,  or  terrain  that  penetrates  any  of 
the  surfaces  described  above  constitutes  an  airport  hazard  as  defined  in  RSA 
424:1.    However,  no  provisions  of  this  airport  approach  plan,  except  for  the 
Primary  Surface  (Section  C),  shall  limit  the  height  of  a  structure,  natural  growth, 
or  terrain  to  less  than  30  feet  above  the  ground  upon  which  it  is  located. 

2.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance, 
no  use  may  be  made  of  land  within  the  airport  zone  in  such  a  manner  as  to: 

a.  create  electrical  interference  with  radio  aids  or  communications 
between  the  airport  and  aircraft. 

b.  make  it  difficult  for  pilots  to  distinguish  between  airport  lights 
and  others. 

c.  result  in  glare  in  the  vision  of  the  pilots  using  the  airport. 

d.  impair  visibility  in  the  vicinity  of  or  on  the  airport  by  the 
creation  and  discharge  of  smoke,  steam,  dust  or  other  obstructions  to  visibility  or 
otherwise  endanger  the  landing,  taking  off  or  maneuvering  of  aircraft,  and/ or 
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e.    otherwise  be  injurious,  obnoxious  or  offensive  to  the 
neighborhood. 

E.  NONCONFORMING  USES: 

All  airport  zoning  regulations  adopted  hereunder  shall  be  reasonable,  and 
none  shall  require  the  removal,  lowering  or  other  change  or  alteration  of  any 
structure  or  tree  not  conforming  to  the  regulations  when  originally  adopted  or 
when  amended,  or  otherwise  interfere  with  the  continuance  of  any  nonconforming 
use,  except  as  provided  in  RSA  424:6,  I. 

F.  ADMINISTRATION  AND  ENFORCEMENT: 

1.  Permit  Required:   Within  the  airport  zone  no  building  or  structure  shall 
be  erected,  constructed,  reconstructed,  altered,  demolished  or  changed,  nor  shall 
the  use  of  any  land  be  changed  or  altered  until  a  permit  has  been  obtained  from 
the  Selectmen  or  their  designated  representative  (building  inspector). 

2.  Application  Requirements:   Application  for  a  permit  shall  be  submitted 
on  a  form  prescribed  by  the  Selectmen,  accompanied  by  the  following: 

a.  Plans,  drawn  to  scale,  showing  the  actual  shape,  dimensions 
and  location  of  the  lot  to  be  used,  showing  existing  buildings  and  proposed 
alterations  of  existing  buildings  and  proposed  new  buildings. 

b.  Information  concerning  the  existing  and  intended  use  of  each 
building  lot  or  part  thereof. 

c.  any  other  information  with  respect  to  the  land,  building  and  the 
applicant's  proposed  use  thereof  which  the  Selectmen  or  their  representative  may 
reasonably  require  to  determine  whether  the  proposed  use  or  change  for  which 
the  permit  is  sought  conforms  to  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  or  other  applicable 
local,  state  or  federal  regulations. 

d.  The  Airport  Manager  will  certify  that  the  proposed  use  will  not 
encroach  on  the  Approach  Plan  or  accessory  thereof. 

3.  Approval  or  Denial:   The  Selectmen  or  their  designated  representative 
shall,  within  30  days,  determine  whether  the  proposed  use  complies  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance.    If  so,  the  permit  shall  be  granted;  otherwise,  the 
application  shall  be  denied. 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  issuance  or  denial  of  such  permit  may, 
within  30  days  from  the  issuance  or  denial  of  the  permit,  appeal  to  the  Zoning 
Board  of  Adjustment  pursuant  to  RSA  676:5. 

Issuance  of  the  permit  shall  not  excuse  the  applicant  from  complying 
with  site  plans  review  regulations,  if  applicable. 

4.  Enforcement:   This  ordinance  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Selectmen.    If 
any  building  or  land  within  the  airport  zone  is  used  or  is  proposed  to  be  used  in 
violation  of  this  ordinance,  the  Selectmen  shall  institute  appropriate  action  to 
prevent,  restrain,  correct  or  abate  any  such  violation. 

G.  VARIANCES: 

1.  Any  person  desiring  to  erect  or  install  any  structure  or  increase  the 
height  of  any  structure,  or  permit  the  growth  of  any  tree,  or  use  his  property,  not 
in  accordance  with  the  regulations  prescribed  in  this  Ordinance,  may  apply  to  the 
Swanzey  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  for  a  variance  herefrom. 

2.  Such  variance  shall  be  allowed  where  a  literal  application  or 
enforcement  of  the  regulations  would  result  in  practical  difficulty  or  unnecessary 
hardship  and  the  relief  granted  would  not  be  contrary  to  the  public  interest  but 
do  substantial  justice  and  be  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  this  Ordinance. 

H.    HAZARD  MARKING  AND  LIGHTING: 

Any  variance  granted  under  paragraph  G  which  is  deemed  to  be  a  hazard 
by  an  action  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  may  require  the  owner  of  the 
tree  or  structure  in  question  to  permit  the  airport  owner,  at  its  expense,  to  mark 
and/or  light  said  hazard. 
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Amendment  No.  4     Art*  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment   No.  4  as 
submitted  by  the  Planning  Board  to  the  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

AMEND  Section  III,  GENERAL  PROVISIONS  APPLICABLE  TO  ALL  DISTRICTS 
adding  the  following: 

W.    Encroachment  upon  Setback  Areas.    Notwithstanding  any  of  the 
provisions  contained  elsewhere  in  this  ordinance,  and  by  Special  Exception  of  the 
Board  of  Adjustment,  an  addition  to  an  existing  structure  may  encroach  upon 
setback  areas,  provided  the  following  conditions  are  met: 

1.  The  structure  and  the  use  are  both  lawfully  existing  at  the  time  of  the 
application; 

2.  The  encroachment  does  not  render  the  property  inadequate  in  any 
way; 

3.  There  is  not  a  substantially  different  impact  on  the  neighborhood  from 
the  addition  ;  and 

4.  The  addition  does  not  result  in  two  buildings  being  closer  than  ten  feet 
from  the  property  line. 

Amendment  No.  5.    Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  5  as 
submitted  by  the  Planning  Board  to  the  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

AMEND  Section  VII.  WETLANDS  CONSERVATION  DISTRICT  by  deleting  the 
present  paragraph  F.  1.  and  replacing  it  with  a  revised  Section  VII,  paragraph  F.  1. 
to  read  as  follows: 

1.    No  septic  tank,  cesspool,  privy,  seepage  pit,  leach  field,  or  underground 
storage  tanks  or  containers  may  be  located  closer  than  one  hundred  twenty- five 
(125)  feet  to  any  designated  wetland.    In  instances  of  septic  failure,  certified  to  by 
Town  of  Swanzey  Health  Officer,  the  125  feet  requirement  may  be  waived  in  the 
event  a  licensed  septic  designer  certifies  to  the  Health  Officer  that  a  125  foot 
setback  is  not  possible,  the  system  can  be  replaced  to  State  specifications. 

Amendment  No.  6.    Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  6  as 
submitted  by  petition  to  the  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

AMEND  Section  IV. A.  l.g.  by  deleting  it  and  replacing  it  with  a  revised  Section 
IV. A.  l.g.  to  read  as  follows: 

g.    Manufactured  housing  on  individual  lots  within  a  manufactured 
housing  subdivision,  provided  they  meet  the  requirements  of  the  District  and 
subdivision  and  all  other  pertinent  requirements  of  this  Ordinance. 

AMEND  Section  IV. A. 2.  by  adding  a  new  subparagraph  to  read  as  follows: 

j.    Manufactured  housing  subdivisions  may  be  allowed  if  they  meet  the 
following  requirements  and  all  other  pertinent  requirements  of  this  ordinance: 
the  subdivision  shall  designate  manufactured  housing  as  an  allowed  use,  the 
subdivision  shall  include  a  minimum  of  fifty  acres,  and  each  building  lot  shall  be 
a  minimum  of  one  acre  excluding  the  area  for  public  roads. 

AMEND  Section  IV.B.  l.g.  by  deleting  it  and  replacing  it  with  a  revised  Section 
IV. B.  l.g.  to  read  as  follows: 

g.    Manufactured  Housing  Subdivisions  may  be  allowed  if  they  meet  the 
requirements  of  this  Ordinance:   the  subdivision  shall  designate  manufactured 
housing  as  an  allowed  use,  the  subdivision  shall  include  a  minimum  of  fifty  acres, 
and  each  building  lot  shall  be  a  minimum  of  one  acre  excluding  the  area  for 
public  roads.

Manufactured  Housing  Subdivision:   Any  parcel  of  land  of  fifty  acres  or 
more  that  designates  manufactured  housing  as  an  allowed  use,  is  designed  and 
laid  out  to  include  two  or  more  building  lots  that  shall  each  be  a  minimum  of  one 
acre  excluding  the  area  for  public  roads.

Article  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen,  until 
rescinded,   to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  gifts,  legacies  or  devises  given  to  the 
Town  in  trust  for  any  public  purpose  as  permitted  by  RSA  3 1: 19,  or  take  any 
action  thereon. 

Article  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen,  until 
rescinded,  to  accept  gifts  of  personal  property  which  may  be  offered  to  the  Town 
for  any  public  purpose,  pursuant  to  RSA  31:95-e,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  9:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen,  until 
rescinded,   to  accept  dedication  of  any  street  shown  on  a  subdivision  plat 
approved  by  the  Planning  Board,  provided  that  such  street  has  been  constructed 
to  applicable  town  specifications  as  determined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  their 
agent,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  10:  To  vote  on  the  following  question  submitted  by  petition: 

"Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Budget  Law  in  RSA  32  and 
establish  a  municipal  budget  committee.   The  committee  to  consist  of  six  (6) 
members-at-large,  elected  in  staggered  terms  at  the  next  annual  meeting  and  as 
provided  in  the  statutes  authorize  the  moderator  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  selectmen  to  appoint  members  until  the  next  annual  meeting." 

(Submitted  by  Petition  -  Ballot  Vote) 

Article  11:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  convey  to  the  Monadnock  Regional

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Swanzey, 
New  Hampshire  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1996,  and  have  issued  our 
report  thereon  dated  January  29,  1997. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards. 
Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance 
about  whether  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement. 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of 
the  Town  of  Swanzey,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1996,  we 
considered  its  internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for 
the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and  not 
to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Swanzey,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for 
establishing  and  maintaining  an  internal  control  structure.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility, 
estimates  and  judgments  by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and 
related  costs  of  internal  control  structure  policies  and  procedures.  The  objectives  of  an 
internal  control  structure  are  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute, 
assurance  that  assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and 
that  transactions  are  executed  in  accordance  with  management's  authorization  and  recorded 
properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  financial  statements  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles.  Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  internal  control 
structure,  errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also, 
projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  structure  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that 
procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions  or  that  the 
effectiveness  of  the  design  and  operation  of  policies  and  procedures  may  deteriorate 

For  the  purpose  of  this  report,  we  have  classified  the  significant  internal  control 
structure  policies  and  procedures  in  the  following  categories:

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all 
matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  material  weaknesses  under  standards 
established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants.  A  material  weakness 
is  a  reportable  condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal 
control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or 
irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  being  audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by 
employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions.  We  noted  no 
matters  involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  its  operation  that  we  consider  to  be 
material  weaknesses  as  defined  above.

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ASHUELOT  RIVER  LOCAL  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 

ACTIVITY  DURING  1996 

The  Ashuelot  River  from  May  Pond  in  Washington  to  its  confluence  with 
the  Connecticut  River  in  Hinsdale  was  enrolled  in  the  NH  Rivers  Management  and 
Protection  Program  by  the  Legislature  in  1993.    Enrollment  was  based  on  support 
of  the  program  by  towns  through  which  the  Ashuelot  flows  and  on  documentation 
of  river  corridor  resources.   The  program  established  the  Ashuelot  River  Local 
Advisory  Committee  (LAC)  for  the  purpose  of  providing  towns  with 
recommendations  for  protecting  or  otherwise  making  the  best  use  of  those 
resources.   The  Ashuelot  LAC  undertakes  this  project  with  the  philosophy  that 
the  river  corridor  is  a  unique  and  invaluable  feature  shared  by  residents  and  land 
owners  throughout  its  reach  -  truly  a  public  asset. 

During  1996,  the  LAC  completed  draft  chapters  of  the  Plan  for  the  river 
from  Washington  through  Keene.   The  LAC  intends  to  complete  the  draft  Corridor 
management  Plan  during  the  Spring  of  1997.   The  draft  will  be  made  available  for 
public  review  and  comment  and  LAC  members  will  meet  with  local  Conservation 
Commissions  and  Planning  Boards  to  discuss  and  possibly  revise  the  draft  Plan. 

The  Plan  will  present  findings  and  recommendations  for  land  use  planning 
and  resource  conservation  in  the  Ashuelot  Corridor.   This  includes  protecting 
historic  sites  and  natural  areas,  ensuring  pollution  prevention  and  responsible 
public  access,  and  balancing  river  bank  landowners'  needs  with  protection  of  the 
public  resource.    Priority  issues  in  LAC  deliberations  and  meetings  with  experts 
are:   protection  of  water  quality,  public  education  about  best  management 
practices  for  use  of  fertilizers  and  chemicals,  and  responsible  public  access. 

The  LAC  looks  forward  to  sharing  its  findings  with  the  river  community 
and  discussing  plans  to  protect  our  river  with  all  interested  parties.   The  LAC  also 
hopes  to  become  a  resource  for  information  and  advice  to  municipal  boards  and 
private  land  owners  in  matters  of  River  Corridor  protection.   The  LAC  is  also 
allowed  the  opportunity  to  review  and  comment  on  permits  for  environmental 
permits  within  the  Corridor,  but  without  intervention  authority. 

The  LAC  also  received  a  Partnership  Grant  from  the  Connecticut  River 
Joint  Commissions  in  1996  to  publish  pamphlets  about  the  Corridor  in  addition 
to  the  Corridor  Plan. 

The  Ashuelot  LAC  meets  monthly  at  the  Southwest  Region  Planning 
Commission.    For  further  information  please  contact  me  or  Jeff  Porter,  SWRPC,  at 
357-0557.   The  LAC  receives  assistance  from  Southwest  Region  Planning 
Commission  and  the  NH  Dept.  of  Environmental  Services  Rivers  Program.

TOWN  OF  SWANZEY 

STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

The  Polls  opened  at  4:30  p.m.  and  closed  at  9:00  p.m. 

The  business  meeting  opened  at  7:00  p.m.  with  Moderator  Gus  Lerandeau  requesting  Myron  S. 
Steere  III  to  lead  us  in  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance. 

Moderator  Lerandeau  then  recognized  Selectman  Francis  W.  Faulkner  Jr.  who  conducted  a 
moment  of  silence  for  George  Fuerderer  and  John  Egounis  who  had  been  involved  in  the  town 
throughout  the  years. 

Selectman  Faulkner  then  introduced  Swanzey's  new  Police  chief  Eric  Sargent. 

He  went  on  to  thank  Swanzey  Police  Benevolent  Association  for  all  of  their  support  in  the 
purchase  of  a  new  radio  for  one  of  the  police  cruisers  and  also  for  their  donation  of  funds  for  the 
building  rehabilitation  project  for  the  temporary  police  quarters  that  we  have.  Thanks  was  also 
extended  to  Richard  Wood,  Sr.  for  his  work  in  raising  funds  for  the  Benevolent  Association. 

Selectman  Faulkner  also  presented  Judy  Bohannon  a  certificate  of  Recognition  for  her  efforts  in 
running  the  Recreation  Committee's  Summer  Program. 

Selectman  Kenneth  P.  Colby  Jr.  spoke  next  informing  the  audience  that  Selectman  Francis 
Faulkner  was  leaving  his  position  as  a  Selectman  and  he  read  a  proclamation  as  follows: 

"In  our  capacity  as  officials  elected  by  the  voters  of  Swanzey,  we  hereby  proclaim 
to  all  the  respect  and  admiration  in  which  we  hold  Francis  W.  Faulkner,  Jr.  as  he 
retires  after  6  years  as  Selectman  of  the  Town.

This  proclamation  was  then  presented  to  Selectman  Faulkner. 

Administrative  Assistant  Beth  Fox  presented  Selectman  Faulkner  with  a  book  entitled  "NH 
Covered  Bridges  -  a  Link  With  Our  Past".    Selectman  Charles  Beauregard  presented  Francis  with 
a  limited  edition  print  of  the  Covered  Bridges  in  Swanzey. 

Selectman  Faulkner  thanked  everyone  for  their  generosity  and  gifts  and  stated  that  he  will 
remain  involved  with  the  Town  as  he  is  the  Chairman  of  the  Slate  Bridge  Fund  Raising 
Committee.    He  stated  they  are  in  hopes  of  raising  the  20%  necessary  to  get  the  Slate  Bridge 
rebuilt  so  that  it  can  forevermore  be  a  part  of  the  Town. 

Moderator  Lerandeau  recognized  Myron  S.  Steere  who  also  thanked  Francis  for  his  6  years  of 
service.    He  also  wanted  to  state  that  the  Town  Meeting  is  an  important  event  for  all  of  us.  The 
Selectmen  present  us  with  articles  to  vote  on  for  spending,  we  have  an  opportunity  to  ask 
questions,  and  get  answers  to  make  decisions  on  how  the  Town  spends  money.    He  stated  he 
thinks  it  is  important  that  we  take  the  time  to  do  that. 

He  also  mentioned  that  the  past  year  in  Swanzey  was  tough  on  a  lot  of  people  and  he  thinks  that 
it  is  important  that  from  this  point  forward  that  we  look  to  the  future.    He  stated  that  Swanzey  is 
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a  really  nice  place  to  live  in  and  if  we  work  together  to  the  future  we  can  make  it  an  even  better 
place.
